Interesting Events: 

February 2003 — A faulty furnace caused high bevels of carbon monoxide at an elementary 
school, prompting the evacuation of 255 students and teachers. The school remained closed 
the following day while the furnace was assessed and fixed. 


February 2003 — Police officers seized an active methamphetamine lab operating in a motel 


room. Because the motel room was saturated with chemical vapors, authorities evacuated the 
surrounding rooms and a hazardous materials team was called for assistance.
